A’s Club History 


From their beginnings under Connie Mack, the A's history has been spiced with color and 
dotted with Championships. 

‘Now in Its 80th American League season, the franchise has claimed six division titles, 12 
pennants and eight World Championships. Twenty men who have carried the A's initial have 
been enshrined in Baseball's Hall of Fame, 

Cornelius McGillicuddy was born during the Civil War. He was 14 years old when the first 
reported game of baseball was played between Boston and Philadelphia In a National Leag 
game, April 22, 1876. When he was 22 he joined the professional ranks and at age 32 he was 
field manager of the Pittsburgh Pirates. He and an enter-prising Cincinnati sports editor 
famed Ben Johnson helped expand the Western League Into the American League with a 
franchise located in Philadelphia. 

‘The name Cornelius McGillicuddy had given way to Connie Mack, the work of sportswriters 
who found it easier to work with In box scores, 

In 1902 their second American League season, the A’s were champions, a sudden rise to the 
top by a team dubbed "The White Elephants" by John McGraw the year before, They won 
another A.L, pennant in 1905 with two future Hall of Famers—Rube Waddell and Chie! Bender. 

Facing somewhat of a rebullding program, Mack composed an infleld of Stuffy Macinnes at 

Eddie Collins at second, Jack at shortstop and Frank Baker at thir 


is In the game's history. In 1910 the A's won a third pan 
world title, beating the Cubs in five games for the championshi 
Champion In 1911, missed In 1912, won again In 1913 and settled for the A. 
before World War | disrupted the game. 

It was not until 1929 that the A’s could reach the top of baseball's mountain, again decking 
the Cubs for the championship with what some call the greatest team ever. Mack had several 
young players In the minors during the mid-20s ready for a chance—Al Simmons, Mickey 
Cochrane, Lefty Grove, Max Bishop, Joe Boley, Jimmy Dykes, Cy Perkins, Eddie Rommel and 
Jimmie Foxx, He also signed a pair of veterans—Ty Cobb and Tris Speaker—to provide 
balance and poise for his youngsters. 

By 1929 Mack had added Mule Haas and Bing Miller to his outfleld and George Earnshaw, 
Howard Ehmko, Rube Walberg and John Quinn to the pitching staff, That team won 104 games: 
and a World Series. It won again in 1930 and claimed another pennant in 1931. 

Under Mack, Simmons and Foxx won batting titles, Baker, known affectionately as "Home 
Run Baker,” and Foxx topped the league in home runs and each won RBI crowns. 


Eddie Plank, Bender and Grove led the league in wins and Grove won the ERA and strikeout 
championships. 
Mack's Impact on baseball was great. He remained field boss through the 1950 season. 


‘There wasn't much to cheer about after the 1931 season, The

‘These piayers started to develo) jent winning pattern, finishing 1969 with an 88-74 
rd, the most wins by an A's team since 1932, That would then be the fewest wins for the 
team during the next six year: 

Under Dick Willlams the A's won the Western Division In 1971 with 101 victories. They went 
all the way the next three years, two under Willlams and another under Alvin Dark. The triple ti- 
tle run has been accomplished by anly one other team—the Yankeos (1936-39 and 1949-53). 

Jackson had become a consistent HR and RBI man. Campaneris and Billy North had made 
the team a threat to run all the time, and Blue, Ken Holtzman and Hunter became big wine 
Blue won the MVP, Cy Yong and Pitcher of the Year honors in 1971. Jackson was the league's, 
MVP in 1973, and Hunter won the coveted Cy Young Award In 1974. Campaneris led the league 
In stolen bases six times. 

‘Although the string of Western titles was stopped at five, the 1976 A’s set an A. 
with 344 steals, only 13 shy of the major league mark by the 1913 New York Giants 

Billy Martin entered the scene for the 1980 season, and the exciting young A's were the talk 
of the baseball world last year, Under Billy's leadership, and playing a brand of baseball 
dubbed “Billy Ball,” the A's, & team that finished last in the American League in 1979, com- 
pletely turned things around, finishing a surprising second in the AL West. The A’s were pac- 
ed by the speed of Rickey Henderson, and the power of Tony Armas, Rickey broke the All Time 

base mark, stealing 100 bases, surpassing Ty Cobs total of 96

Ing out 35 HR's and driving in 109 runs. Defensively, the A's outfield was racognized as the 
best in baseball, with speedsters Hendarson, Murphy, and Armas combining for 45 assists. On, 
the bases the A’s as a team had 175 steals, They stole home 7 times, had 14 double steals, a 


triple steal, and were 16-23 on suicide squeezes 

‘On the mound, A's pitchers gained a reputation for finishing what they started, setting a 
new mark for complete games with 94. They were led by Rick Langford, who completed 28 of 
his 33 starts, and went 22 straight games without being relieved at one stretch, the longest 
such streak since 1904, Mike Norris had himself a Cy Young year, winning 22 games, with a 
2.53 ERA, and striking out 180 bi 

‘The A’s nearly tripled thelr attendance. The team was sold during the year to a group com- 
posed of Walter J. Haas Jr., Wally Haas, and new President Roy Eisenhardt, who have 
dedicated themselves (o bullding a first class baseball franchise for all the fans of Northern 
California. 

‘The 1981 A's opened the season with a malor league record 11 straight wins .. taking the first 8 
on the road ... they got off to a 203 start, and became a national story ... within 2 weeks they 
appeared on the covers of Sports Illustrated, the Sporting News and Time Magazine... at the time 
Of the players strike the A's Were on top of the A.L. West... thay met the KC Royals in the Division 
series sweeping 3 straight, and became the AL West champs for the first time since 1976, The 
entire A’s outfield was named to the Sporting News All Star team, and Billy Marlin made a clean 
‘sweep of the Manager of the Year Awards, taking A.P.,U.P.l., and Sporting News honors, and the 
team set an all-time Oakland attendance mark, despite losing 22 dates dus to the strike. 
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OAKLAND ALAMEDA COUNTY COLISEUM 


Ground was first broken for the Oakland Alameda County Coliseum on April 1, 1964, with the 
first stadium event being held there on September 18, 1966. The 1968 season brought the A's to 
Oakland, The Stadium is three-tiered and features 3 recessed playing field—28 feet below 
ground— for easy entry and minimal stair climbing. It is part of a combination of a major league 
stadium, multi purpose area, and ajoining exhibit hall. It now seats 50,219 for baseball.

MANAGER AND COACHES 


1 ALFRED MANUEL (Billy) MARTIN ==MGR 


Born: May 16, 1928, Berkeley, CA ... Residence: 
Blackhawk, CA. Height 5 feet, 11 inches; Weight: 170 
pounds ... Named A’s manager February 21, 1980. 


As a player on the New York Yankees, he played 5 
full seasons. Each of those teams won a pennant. 
He managed the Minnesota Twins and Detroit 
Tigers to division titles, and after leading the Texas 
Rangers to a strong 2nd place finish, he returned to 
New York in 1975 to manage the Yankees. In his 
two full seasons he led the team to a pennant, anda 
World Championship. In 1980 Billy took over the A's (his 5th AL team). A 
team that was dead last in the American League in 1979, winning just 54 
games, and turned them into one of the most exciting and talked about 
teams in baseball. They finished a surprising 2nd in the AL West to Kan- 
sas City Royals, and Billy won the AP, and UPI Manager of the Year 
Awards. He followed up 1980, with an even more impressive showing in 
1981. The A’s playing what was branded Billy Ball, won the AL West 
Championship by sweeping the Kansas City Royals in 3 straight in the 
Division Series. The A’s set an All Time Oakland attendance mark, that 
despite missing 22 home dates to the player strike, and for his efforts 
Billy was named the Manager of the Year by everybody this time, the 
UPI, Sporting News, and the AP. It was his 4th AP award, tying his 
mentor, Casey Stengel. He led the Twins to the West title in 1969, and 
the Tigers to the East title in 1972; in 1974 Billy led the Rangers to a sur- 
prising 2nd place finish, after finishing a dismal 6th in 1973, and won the 
AL Manager of the Year Award: Billy then returned to manage the 
Yankees in 1975, a team on which he was the sparkplug of their infield, 
when he played for Casey Stengel from 1950-1957. Billy had the Yanks in 
the World Series in his first two full seasons in NY, making them winners 
for the first time in 12 years. They won the AL Championship in 1976, and 
he was the AL Manager of the Year; he then followed up in 1977 by 
leading the Yanks to there first World Championship since 1962. In his 
42 years as a major league manager Billy has won 963 games while 
losing 768, a .556 percentage, trailing just Weaver, Anderson and La- 
Sorda among active managers. Made a famous catch of a short pop hit 
by Jackie Robinson to save the 1952 World Series, and batted .500 in the 
‘53 classic to win the Babe Ruth Award. A member of the ‘56 All Star 
team. Graduated from Berkeley HS in 1946, and signed with Oakland of 
the PCL, Also played for the Athletics, Tigers, Indians, Reds, Braves, and 
Twins in his 12 year career.

Irv Noren ... became the Yankees regular third baseman in 1960, and he 
played in five World Series in New York ... his 7th inning homerun in the 
first game of the 1962 World Series against the Giants broke a 2-2 tie, 
and gave Whitey Ford his 10th World Series victory ...

Art joined the A's coaching staff in 1980 reuniting 
himself with Billy Martin ... worked under Martin in 
Minnesota, Detroit, Texas and New York, as 
pitching coach ... Art’s professional playing career 

spanned 25 years, starting in 1944 at Bristol in the NI 
Appalachian League ... won 54 games in his 9 major league seasons, 
seeing time with the Reds, Dodgers and Angels ... had his best year with 
the Reds in 1954, winning 12 games with a 3.83 ERA ... won 11 games 
each of his next two years in Cincinnati ... was traded to the Dodgers 
organization in June of 1958 ... pitched for the Dodgers in 1959, and then 
was sold to the Angels in May of 1961 ... Art pitched in 57 games for the 
Angels in 1963, at the age of 41, with a 5-3 record, and a 2.43 ERA, being 
used in relief ... was released by the Angels in May of 1964, and signed 
as a free agent with Denver on February 15, 1965 ... joined forces with 
Billy Martin for the first time in 1968, when Billy was sent to manage the 
Denver club for the Twins ...

least one hit in each of the A’s post season games. 


CAREER: Tony broke into the major leagues with the Pirates in 1976, 
appearing in 4 games ... joined the A's for the 1977 season, but until 
1980 was never able to go through a season injury free ... missed 
periods of time with various knee and shoulder injuries ... spent a 
month on the disabled list in 1977 ... more than a month on the DL in 
1978, and missed practically half the season on the DL in 1979... Tony 
was signed as a Free Agent by the Pirates organization in 1971 ... 
started his pro career at Bradenton that year, and led the Gulf Coast 
League in putouts and total chances ... batted .301 at Sherbrooke in 
1973, but spent 62 weeks on the disabled list ... in 1974 at Thetford 
Mines, he batted .277, and was third in the Eastern League with 81

OAKLAND A’S 
1981 HIGHLIGHTS 


APRIL: The A's opened the season with a major league record 11 striaght 
wins ... taking their first 8 on the road ... They swept 4 in Minnesota to open 
the year, with Keough and McCatty recording back-to-back shutouts in the 
final two games ... They then took 4 straight over the Angels in Anaheim ... 
Tony Armas brought the A’s from behind on April 13th, with a 2-run Bth inning 
home run to give the A's a 3-2 win ... Two nights later, he did it again with a 
8-run Bth inning homer to propel the A’s to another come-from-behind win, 5-3, 
for win #7 ... After 8 straight wins, the A's opened their home season, on April 
17th, with a 16-1 thrashing of the Mariners ... Dwayne Murphy and Cliff 
Johnson hit back-to-back homers in the A's 5-run first inning, and Tony Armas 
hit two homers later on to send the near capacity crowd intoa frenzy ... Armas 
was the A.L.’s Player of the Week for the first two weeks of the season 
while Matt Keough (4-0, 1.00 ERA) was the League's Pitcher of the Month 
The A's after having their opening streak stopped by the Mariners on April 
19th, still went on to win 17 of their first 18 games, and finished April at 18-3. 


MAY: The Yankees came to town to start off May, and the A’s won the first 
two, 86 and 6-3, on May 2nd, as they hit 4 homers in beating Guidry, and 
demonstrated to the Bronx Bombers the home run power that will have the 
A's leading the league in home runs all year ... With that win the A’s reached 
their zenith, a 20-3 record, and became a National Story ... Within two weeks 
they appeared on the covers of Sports Illustrated, The Sporting News and 
Time Magazine ... On May 9th the A’s won a thriller from the Brewers, on a 
wild pitch by Randy Lerch in the 12th inning, giving them a 6-5 win ... The A's 
fell flat on their May Eastern road swing, losing 9 of 10 on a trip to New York, 
Milwaukee, Baltimore and Boston; but then came home to win five straight ... 
Included was a 3-2, 15 inning win over the Blue Jays on May 23rd ... The next 
day in the first of a DH, they went 12 innings to beat the Jays 6-5 ... The A’s 
finished May at 13-17, but still held a one-game lead in the A.L. West. 
JUNE: The A's were starting to assert themselves again in June, winning 4 of 
5 before the strike hit ... On June 7th with the A’s one strike away from losing 
to the Red Sox, Armas hit a game tying two-run homer in the ninth... And Mur- 
phy won it in the 11th with a solo home run ... Two days later rookie Keith 
Drumright got credit for the GW RBI in both ends of a DH, as the A’s swept the 
Orioles, 4-2 behind McCatty's 7th win, as he lowered his ERA to 2.30 ... And 
then 3.2 in the nightcap with a 9th inning single ... The sweep moved the A’s 
back into first place in the A.L. West and then two days later baseball went 
out on strike, and the A's were declared first half champs. 

AUGUST: The 4's picked up play in Minnesota on August 10th... On Saturday, 
August 15th, at home, the A’s played a 5-hour marathon, beating the Angels 
on Mike Heath's 13th inning home run, 8-7 ... They swept three straight from 
the Angels, giving them an 8-2 edge for the year ... Steve McCatty stopped a 
four game A’s losing streak, beating the Red Sox with a four hitter, 53, on 
August 30th, establishing himself as the A’s stopper ... The A’s moved back 
into first by half a game. 

SEPTEMBER: On September 4th in Baltimore, Tony Armas in another hot 
streak, slammed a leadoff homer in the ninth to tie the score, and Cliff 
Johnson then won it with a home run in the 11th, to give the A's a §-4 win over 
the Orioles ... Rookie Dave Beard recorded the final two outs to get his second 
big league save ... Beard would establish himself as the A's stopper ... On 
September 22nd in the first of a DH in Toronto ... He pitched 5.1 innings of 
two-hit, shutout relief, at the A’s beat the Jays 3-2 in 13, on Drumright's infield 
single ... They swept the doubleheader, winning the nightcap, 4-2 as McCatty 
pitched a three-hitter ... On the 26th, McCatty the A’s Cy Young candidate, 
earned his sixth straight win, and Ricky Henderson, the A's MVP candidate 
stole 3 bases as the A’s beat the White Sox, 5-1. 

ATTENDANCE: The A's set an all time attendance mark (1,311,761 — a per 
date average of 25,721 in 51 dates) in Oakland, despite losing 22 dates to the 
strike ... They outdrew their entire 1979 season after just the first 11 home 
dates.

EARNED-RUNS RULE 


The determination of earned-runs is as follows: 

‘An earned-run is a run for which the pitcher is held account- 
able. In determining earned-runs, the inning should be 
reconstructed without the errors and passed balls, and the 
benefit of the doubt should always be given to the pitcher in deter- 
mining which bases would have been reached with errorless play.’ 

Until 1969, the reliever should not be charged with an earned- 
run if he entered the game after the side could have been retired 
but for an error, no matter how many runs he subsequently gave 
up in that inning. Now, runs scored by batters who reach base off 
the reliever are charged as earned on that pitcher's record. They 
are not, however, charged as earned against the team as a whole. 
Therefore, a discrepancy may occur between the total earned- 
runs charged against a team and the sum total of the earned-runs 
charged against the individual pitchers of that team.

Bill King, Director of Broadcast Operations, enters his second year doing A's 
Baseball. Also widely known for his broadcasts of Golden State Warriors basket- 
ball and Oakland Raiders football. His style of broadcasting combines 
knowledge of the fabric of the game with a special ability to paint word pictures 
which bring the radio fans right into the action. This talent, recognized as a real 
asset in basketball and football, proved to be even more valuable in baseball. 
King had his sports broadcast origins in baseball. He played semi pro ball as a 
youngster in the mid-west and did his first minor league play-by-play in Pekin, 
illinois in 1948. King left to start his acclaimed association with the Warriors in 
1962 upon their arrival from Philadelphia, and in 1966 began to broadcast Raiders 
football. He has been the voice of both teams since and will continue this play- 
by-play, in addition to the A’s, making him one of the busiest sportscasters in the 
nation. 


Lon Simmons, received his formal introduction to the world of sports in Glendale, 
California. When it comes to high school sports, Glendale has always been the 
liveliest of cities. It was in this viable atmosphere that Lon starred in track, foot- 
ball, and above all, baseball, His proficiency won him a scholarship at USC. But 
World War II pushed that aside for a time. Then, mustered out, Lon took up 
baseball again. This time with the Philadelphia Phillies farm club in Terre Haute. 
The next year found him on the mound for the Boston Braves’ club in El Centro. 
When a back injury took him out of the game itself, Lon began to pursue a career 
in sportscasting. One way or another, he was determined to makes sports his 
life's work. KMJ in Fresno, California signed him on as sports director. Soon the 
word got to San Francisco that Fresno had a sportscaster whose abilities de- 
served a metropolitan audience. KSFO brought him to the City as its own Sports 
Director in the same year that major league baseball came to the Bay Area. Lon 
paired with the late Russ Hodges to give KSFO one of the best baseball an- 
nouncing teams in the sport. At the same time, Lon was adding to his substantial 
reputation as play-by-play for the San Francisco 49ers. The 1982 season will mark 
Lon's twenty-fifth year with KSFO and with the most popular pro teams in Nor- 
thern California. 


Wayne Hagin, Assistant Director of Broadcast Operations, will be the third man 
in the A's radio booth for the 2nd straight year. Wayne was born in Denver, but 
grew up in San Jose, and was most recently a television sportscaster on WTCQ, 
the Westinghouse station in Charlotte, North Carolina before joining the A's. 
Wayne got his first job in radio, at the age of 18, as a sportscaster on KRVE in Los 
Gatos, California. He attended San Francisco State for one year, then graduated 
with a degree in Radio-TV from San Diego State. Wayne worked as the Sports 
Director at KCR-Radio in San Diego where he did the play-by-play for San Diego 
State football, basketball, and baseball. He got into professional baseball play- 
by-play in 1978 doing the broadcasts of the San Jose Missions games. Wayne 
then became one of the original anchormen for ESPN, and while working there 
did the play-by-play for the College World Series, and both the American Legion 
and Babe Ruth League World Series. 


Harmon Killebrew, one of the greatest sluggers in the game, returns to the TV 
Booth for the A's. Killer will also be working as a hitting instructor in the A's 
Minor League System. Harmon, who played 22 years in the big leagues, hit 573 
HR's placing him Sth on the All Time list. Harmon broke into the majors with the 
Washington Senators in 1954. From 1961 to 1974 he was the mainstay of the Min- 
nesota Twins. He led the league in home runs 6 times, hitting a high of 49 in both 
1964 and 1969, Harm also had 140 RBI's in 1969, He had a .256 lifetime batting 
average, and a .509 slugging percentage. He retired after the 1975 season, after 
playing one year with the Kansas City Royals.
